LAND REFORM. 


Editress of The Watchman : — 


Some months ago you published. an When sunrise flings her morn-flushed | 


Article of mine on “Land Reform,” 
to which S. Blodgett undertook to 
reply, 

But, instead of replying to what I 
wrote, he entirely misunderstood und 
misrepresented me, and then replied, 
not to what I wrote, but to his own 
misrepresentations. 

If vou can allow me a little space, 
I will try to correct some of his errors, 
tho' it may bea hard job to make him 
understand me, for, altho’ he appears 
to be honest, he has, evidently, never 
learned to think much, and has proved 
himself a very superficial reader. 

When a child is born, it has a nàt- 
ural birth-right to sunlight, air, water, 
foód, and parental care: and if its pa- 
rents put it out of doors to freeze and 
starve, they are no better than high- 
way robbers or murderers—and our 
Laws would treat them as such. 

When the child becomes old 
enough to act for himself, he has the 
same birthright to land enough to 
raise his food on, that he has to the 
other elements; and the Government 
is established to take the place of the 
parent, and see that he has that natur- 
al right to land, and to protect him in 
the use of it. 

But, instead of doing that, our 
Government has robbed every young 
man of his birthright to land, turned 
them into the highway, and taxed 


stolen land, from 5,000 to 50,000 
acres in a lot, not only to the Shy- 
locks of our own Country, but to the 
ig-Noblemen of England and Ireland, 
who are establishing here, the same 
system that has pauperized Irelaud, 
and made it necessary for England to 
rob China, India, and Africa, to sup- 
port her Royal Family, and other 
drones. 

It was man’s birthright to land, 
that I wrote about, but Mr. Blodgett 
said that man’s birthright was what 
he inherited from parents; and ac- 
cused me of saying that the Govern- 
ment had robbed men of that: when 
the fact was, I did not mention what 
men inherit from parents, but confined 
my remarks wholly to his birthright 
to the natural elements—to land as 
well as to sunlight, air, and water—so 
his reply does not, at all, touch what 
I said, but is, from beginning to end,

WHERE DID LIFE 
COMMENCE ? 


“And the Lord God planted a Gar- 
den Eastward in Eden; and there he 
put the man whom he had formed.”— 
Genesis IT, 8, 


This Garden of Eden is supposed to 
have been located near the head waters 
of the River Euphrates, in Asia Minor, 
as the Bible mentions that River, also, 
three others, tho’ it says that the sec- 
ond River—Gihon—encom passed the 
whole land of Ethiopia—4A frica. 

Be that as it may, the assertion is 
made, that Human and Animal Life 
gan somewhere in the neighborhood 
of the fortieth degree of North Lati- 
tude, 

But we think differently, and. will 
endeavor to make our proposition 
plain, and. that is, that Lite com- 
menced at the Poles, 

„Many facts! derived from the 
Northern Hemisphere lend support to 
this theory ; and the Southern Hem- 
sphere has, recently, added new facts 
which tell in the same direction. 

he Animals of the Northern

Hemisphere are still almost identical] 
thro’out the world’s circuit, 

The saine Families, and even the 
same Species of Mammals and Birds| 
jare common to the North of the Old! 
| World and of the New. | 

To give a few examples : — | 

Ihe Elk or Moose, the Reindeer, | 
the Beaver, the Lynx, the Wolf, thel 
Fox, of Europe and Asia are specifi-| 
cally identical with those of America. 

The Bison of America is closely al- 
lied to the Aurochs of Europe Y the 
Brown Bear of Europe, to vur own 
Grizzly; the Stag, to the Wapiti, or 
Elk, and so on. 

The remains of Mammals now re- 
garded as Tropical—such as the Ele- 
phant, Hippopotamus, Rhinoceros, 
Hyena, Lion, &e.—are common in 
the Tertiary Strata of Temperate, and 
even Arctic Regions, 

This is proof of a Southern migra- 
tion when Climate changed. f 

By the secular cooling of the Globe, 
the Poles ultimetely became unfitted 
to support Life, and such forms as did 
not perish in the changes of the 
earth's surface, slowly migrated 
toward the Equator, changing in the 
course of Ages, and ultimately giving 
rise to a Fauna which, over most of 
the Globe, consists of a mixture of 
Northern and Southern forms. 

In the Southern point of South 
America, in desolate Patagonia, have 
been found Mammalian remains 
which tend to show that the "Tertiary 

"auna of Patagonia, preceded that of 
the Argentine Republic, to the North 
of it. 

Forms of the Pampas are there, 
but somewhat more generalized, as 
tho’ older. 

Hooker has shown that 77 species 
of Plants are common to South 
America, New Zealand, and Tasmania. 

A small Family of Fishes— Galav- 
ide —and the  Marsupialia— Kanga- 
roo, Wombat, Opossum, ete,—are Aus- 
tralian and South American. 

A sort of submarine Plateau con- 
nects Staten Island (part of the Terra 
del Fuego Archipelago) with South 
Georgia and other Antaretie lands, 
and it seems not unlikely that a great) 
Antarctic Continent once existed, the 
remains of which, are Australia, New 
Zealand, ete., on one hand, and Pata- 
gonia on the other. 

In Australia, the Wwe em mul-| 
tiplied, and spreading Northward,| 
mingled with the Boreal Fauna that | 
had been driven Southward. | 

In South America, the Marsupialia 
did not greatly multiply, tho’ they| 
spread, after the upheval of the Isth- 
mus of Panama, into North America, 
where they are represented by the 
Opossum. ; 

The Edentata—Sloths, Armadillos, 
Ant-eaters, and their relations—tirst 
appeared in Patagonia, in the Miocene 
Period, and, spreading Northward, 
became the characteristic Animals of 
South America. 

Edentates—the Aard-vark or Cape 
Ant-eater, and the Pangolin or Sealy 
Ant-eater—occur also in Africa, 
which was, probably, once connected, 
Southward, with the ancient Antarctic 
Continent. 1 

In many cases, the Animals of 
Northern origin, which are the more 
numerous, can be distinguished from 
the Southern, but, in other cases, we 


'annot distinguish them, since, on the 
Animals which Naturalists} 
account

‘place in the same Family on 


of resemblances in structure, may, 
very possibly, have hada distinct 
ancestry, and, on the other hand, the 
Northern forms, which evidently pre- 
dominate, have not only varied great- 
ly in the course of Ages, but have 
penetrate] far toward the Southern 
extremeties of the Continents. 

As regards the Northern Hemis- 
phere, the resemblances between the 
Fishes, Insects, and Mollusca of the 
Old World and of the New, are even 
more striking than those of the higher 
Animals. 

One by one these old Bible Fables 
about Creation, ete., are falling to the

Science and Common Sense.
